For whatever it's worth - 


On the Photo-3d list hosted here, we've been hashing this issue around 

for about a year - trying to find software which has as much cross-platform 
capability while having sufficient capacity for the images required. In the 
case of Photo-3d, even the FAQ is image based, due to the requirement for 
drawings and geometry descriptions which otherwise would be extremely difficult 
to get across without pictures. 


Postscript is the strong favorite, but of course not everyone has a PS printer. 
What we've generally settled on (for the moment) is to have one version of a 
given document in GIF format, while another version in PDF format (that's 
Adobe Acrobat). 


There are several nice things about PDF. There are free viewers available for 
several machines. It can handle postscript input, and can print documents on 
non - postscript printers (for example, I was able to print the Photo-3d 

faq on a HP LJ III without a postscript cart). The FAQ is approximately 30 
pages long (with drawings/pictures). 


The drawbacks are that it is something of a memory hog - in some cases a 
doument has to be printed in sections. The other problem is that although 

the viewers are free, ACROBAT to generate the PDF files is fairly pricey. 
There is one member of photo-3d list who has the ACROBAT generating system, so 
he has been doing the conversions for the rest of the group (from whatever 
format was used originally) and then passes along the files to me to stick 
into the ftp area. 

If you'd like to try out the Acrobat Reader, you can download that from 
http://www.adobe.com (I think it's also http://ftp.adobe.com but it's been 
awhile since I accessed it that way).

Speaking of using these tubes as oscillators... 


My very first rig was a 2E26 crystal oscillator into a pi-net. It ran about 
25 watts plate input on 80 and 40 meters, with the pi-net inductors made out 
of magnet wire wound on toilet paper tubes and slathered over with the 
ubiquitous Duco cement. When I wanted to change bands, I would unsolder one 
coil and solder the other one in, change the crystal (I had one for each 
band), and dip-&-load her up -- that is, once I got a real plate milliameter 
for the rig! Before that, I would tune up for maximum brightness in a little 
6V lamp I had coupled by induction to the random-wire feeder. :) Having a 
real meter made me feel like I finally had a real piece of gear. 


When I discovered that a 6146 had the same pinouts, I begged a slightly-flat 
one off of a rich-kid ham I knew, jacked it in there, boosted the plate 
supply up to what I figured was about 650 VDC or so, cranked up the screen a 
little (I didn't have a VOM), and it just kept oscillating! It was a 
beautiful sight to see that plate meter hitting up to 100 mA, I can tell 
you! Cathode-keyed the little bugger, too, as I recall. With a setup like 
that, you learn real quick which terminal on your hand key goes to the arm, 
and which one goes to the hot contact! (Hey, I was 14.) Those two crystals 
held up to the challenge, and I got out a little better -- at least I 
fancied I did. :) I retired that rig when I finally got my Knight T-50 back 
from the guy I had lent it to a couple years prior, before I had gotten my 
ticket... And xthat*x was one of those classic 6AG7-807-pi-net transmitters. 
A beautiful design. 


I'd give a lot to have that old one-tube homebrew rig back again, though, 
just to be able to see it again and remember. But I think I just trashed it 


when I moved up to a "real" rig. Ah, the callow folly of youth... 


Anybody else actually use a one-tube xmtr running 65 watts?

This is merely a solution of phosphoric acid. Naval Jelly (tm) is 
basically the same thing with some carboxymethylcellulose added to thicken 
it up and allow it to be used on vertical surfaces. You can buy similar 
products at paint stores too. The phosphoric acid converts rust (red iron 
oxide) to black iron oxide which seals the surface and prevents further 
rusting [hopefully!]. You have to thoroughly wash the surface after the 
application of the acid and let it dry before painting over it. 


It only works with iron or steel and should NOT be used on aluminum. Be 
sure and wear rubber gloves and protective goggles or safety glasses with 
side shields when working with phosphoric acid.

All of these stories about taking the FCC license exams... 


Back in Chicago, every Friday was ham ticket exam day in the ‘60s down at 
the "new" Federal building. The guy stuck with the examination chores was a 
REAL scare to the teenage applicants, not because of the test, but because he 
was probably the first openly Gay man most of us had ever seen! 


He ran this ancient MacElroy tape reader to give you the code test. I don't 
know why, but the thing needed compressed air for some reason, and the leaky 
joints were constantly hissing at you. 


The first time I took the General, a kid of about ten was taking the code 
test ahead of me; the little bugger was taking the EXTRA exam, and was just 
cruising along at 20 WPM, getting solid copy. 


He passed it with flying colors, and they reset the machine to 13 WPM for 
us lowly General class applicants. 


When the test run began, I couldn't copy 13 WPM to save my life. I blew it. 


I didn't feel too bad tho. My buddy Ralph was taking the test that day too, 
and this Friday he became a Legend in his Own Time; he set the Chicago FCC 
office record for number of code test failures by screwing it up for the 13th 
month in succession (he FINALLY passed the code on the 14th try, but blew the 
written. He eventually got everything together, passing the General on try 
#18) . 


I've gotta admit tho that the 10 year old kinda P.O.ed me a bit. He'd been 
carrying a brown paper bag, and when they called on him for the sending test 
he finally opened it. "What, he's gonna have lunch NOW?" I thought. 


Instead of producing a hero sandwich from his sack he pulled out a Hallic- 
rafters TO Keyer, a Vibroplex lever, and an extension cord! 


After the kid found an outlet, he fired up and let fly with a string of 
VVVs that sounded like an Uzi in full auto! He gave Ralph and me a smug, arro- 
gant look as the examiner said "Hey, I only need 20 words per minute! Crank it 
down some!". 


The real FUN exam came years later tho. I was living in a little town north 
of Green Bay, and had been studying for months on my job (night watchman/secur- 
ity guard) for the 1st Class Radiotelephone. After getting off from work I had 
to drive to the quarterly exam point in Milwaukee. 


I was exhausted when I hit the door; it had been more than 26 hours since 
I'd last slept. 


I got thru the 2nd class exam elements OK, strictly on force of will. When 
I hit the 1st class elements, it all went bad. 


I remember hitting a question concerning the phasing and current distribut- 
ion in a directional AM broadcast antenna. I closed my eyes for a moment to 
concentrate. The backs of my eyelids became a stage, whereupon a ballet was 
being performed. Much to my amazement, a company of towers and RF ammeters, 
all wearing tutus, was dancing "Swan Lake". 


The examiner woke me up about 15 minutes later, asking if I was finished. 
I was, but NOT with the exam. 


In any event, I blew the 1st class element... by ONE question! 


The law said you had to wait one month before retaking a blown element, but 


I found out that the Saint Paul office had a quarterly exam in two weeks, up 
in Marquette, Michigan, about 120 miles and one time zone away from home. 


I got a waiver from the Chicago office (who'd run the Milwaukee exam), and 
scheduled with Saint Paul. To make the trip worth it, I also applied for the 
2nd class Radiotelegraph, to replace my expired ticket. 


They set me up for the 1st Phone, but told me the 2nd Telegraph was out of 
the question. 


I called Saint Paul, and got a song and dance about "the examiner has to 
fly in, and he can't carry a code oscillator". I offered to bring an oscil- 
ator, but they said no. Suddenly, the light bulb went on, and I understood 
the problem. I asked a question. 

"Does the examiner know how to copy code?" 


LONG silence on the phone. 


"Uh, yeah, he does" came the reply. "He'll be giving ham tests the same 
day as your commercial exam". 


"Can he copy full punctuation, at 20 words per minute?" I asked. 
Another pause. Even longer than the first one. 
"Bring your code oscillator. We'll £ix you up" came the reply. 


Off at 0400 on the appointed day, for an exam at 0700 at the Marquette 
Holiday Inn. 


I was surprised to find a FEMALE examiner after all the telephone referen- 
ces to "him" in relation to the examiner. 


In the Holiday Inn conference room sat a half dozen or so commercial appl- 
icants, and a thundering herd of hams. 


I zapped the 1st Radiotelephone written in nothing flat. While I scribbled 
it, I sat copying the General class ham test, and was slightly amused as the 
multiple choice code test exam papers were handed out. 


The tape recorder was set up for the 2nd Radiotelegraph. I started copying, 
and out of the corner of my eye I noticed the hams poking each other and 
pointing at me in amazement, whispering to each other "He's WRITING IT DOWN! 
What the hell kinda test is he TAKING???". 


They were even MORE amazed when they heard there was a sending test; the 
FCC had dropped it as a ham requirement by this time. 


After all these years it was now MY moment. 


I picked up a brown paper bag I'd been carrying, and from it I produced a 
WB4VVF "Accukeyer" I'd built, and plugged a Lionel J-36 into the monitor osc- 
illator jack. "No guys" I thought, "It AIN'T my lunch in that bag"! 


I guess the examiner wondered why I was grinning so hard when she said 
"slip your weight down some; I only need twenty words per minute". 


Ah... The thrill of victory, and the agony of defeat...

>What is the name of the Canadian amateur magazine? Don't tell me it's "The 
>Canadian Amateur Magazine"!? 


Yes it is indeed! Allow me to give you some background. At one time, there 
was only the ARRL and QST (and God himself). I'm not sure of the year, but 
eventually a Canadian division of the ARRL started to form and they called 
themselves the Canadian Radio Relay League (CRRL). This group eventually 


divorced themslves from the American body and decided to fly solo. 
Simultaneously, during the mid 1960's, another national amareur radio 
organization started to form in Canada. It adopted the name of the Canadian 
Amateur Radio Federation (CARF). Each of the groups had their own charter and 
newsletter and by the early 1990's, had grown to approximately 8000 members 
collectively. Neither group was big enough to adequately represent the needs 
of the amateur radio community to the federal governing body which today is 
known as Industry Canada. 


Eventually, it became apparent that having one unified body representing the 
interests of the Canadian amateur community would be better than having two 
halfves. After a great deal of negotiation, and about two years ago, both 
national organizations agreed to merge into one and we now have Radio 
Amateurs of Canada (RAC). Sadly, out of the 42,000 amateurs in Canada only 
8000 or so belong to the national body which was formed to represent their 
interests. Due to issues with mailing permits and rates, the RAC executive 
decided to retain The Canadian Amateur magazine (TCA) format and retire the 
CRRL magazine. That's the state of our organization today. 


>And why don't we hear about it down here, much 
>less see it on the shelves when there are lots of British ones to be found? 


Probably because nobody will get rich selling it. There is the ‘David and 
Goliath' syndrome between Canada and the US, economically speaking. All 
things American, spill over to this country mainly due to the sheer ecomonic 
size of the US economy. It doesn't work the same way in reverse except for 
maybe Canadian Club whisky, and 5% beer. 


TCA is exclusively devoted in reporting Canadian amateur radio activities. 
Maybe, one day, our quality publication will achieve the same level of 
recognition in the US market place as the major American amateur periodicals 
do. If any one wants subscription information for TCA, send me E-mail 
directly. Cost is $Cdn 36/yr. 


>Just from your posts, I infer that your manuscripts are worth publishing. 


In fact, the article that was turned down by QST last year is sitting right 
here in the BA archives. I'm not sure under which of the generic Haida titles 
our list owner filed it under, but the actual title is called 'HMCS Haida and 
Her Vintage Radios'. It was published in the Aug 1994 edition of the Old 
Timers Bulletin of the AWA.

Hi! 
I thought this had come up on the list in past months; guess not. 
On Fri, 28 Jul 1995 jproc@worldlinx.com wrote: 


> I wonder why all glass envelope tubes didn't have the type number stamped 
> on the base with indelible ink instead of the glass envelope where it was 


> prone to fade and disappear. Any theories? 


Yes, and it's not a theory! At one time, tube numbers were quite 
permanent, either marked on the base or lightly etched in the glass; some 
glass-envelope transmitting tubes (the big ‘uns) are still done that way. 
(As are the external-anode ceramic ones, for which a standard maintenance 
procedure is to put them in the sink and wash the entire tube with dish 
soap--and here I thought I was dodging all the Homely Arts with a Career 
In Broadcasting! <grin>) 


But there was a problem with receiving tubes: some scam artists would 
buy dud, discards and other used tubes, wash 'em up, and resell them as 
new! Sure profit for the con-artist, a real pain for the purchaser, and 
a huge annoyance to the real tube manufacturers. Using "disappearing 
ink" took care of the problem at the time, and left *xus*x with a problem 
today. 


I generally mark the type number on tube bases with white ink; it's a 
little more lasting. It will fade over time and can flake off if handled 
too much, but it beats having to guess!
